, Many Enumerators Are Women. 

The army of enumerators that. will start 
out this morning includes 175 women. A 
district superintendent said yesterday that 
he regretted that there was not a greater 
number of women employed, because he had 
found them of keener intelligence than many 
of the men and more quick in comprehend- 
ing the points of the work. 

The census office has made no provision 
for the employment of interpreters, and 
when an enumerator encounters a dialect 
which he cannot understand he is instructed 
to secure assistance from the neighbors. 

Many persons have applied to Supervisor 
Gilbert for positions as interpreters, some 
of whom are able to converse fluently in 
twelve and more languages and dialects.

o, as half & dozen Chinamen have been 
engaged as enymerators. One of the Chi- 
nese enumerators is William Percy Moy, a

Proclamation to the Chinese. 

Fearing the well-known hostility of the 
Chinese to official inquiry of every sort, his 
Excellency, Wu Ting Fang, his Imperial 
Chinese Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at Washing- 
ton, has issued an artistic poster proclama- 
tion in the Chinese language and bearing in 
the left-hand carrier the imperial seal of the 
empire, commanding all Chinese subjects 
in the United States to answer readily and 
truthfully all questions that may be put to 
them. ‘Minister. Wu Ting Fang explains to 
his countrymen that they must not imagine 
that the object of the census is to find out 
how muth wealth they possess in order to 
impose taxes, but that it is a regular custom 
of the United States. The proclamation is 
dated Kwanghsu, 26th year, d moon.“ 

Copies of the proclamation will be posted 
thrbughout the district inhabited by the 
Chinese by the census authorities.

*I have since inaugurated a thorough in- 
vestigatton into all the departments and am 
confident that the condition of affairs of the 
postal service does not exist in any other 
branch. Of course there have been many 
rumors inspired by the postal scandal of 
fraudulent transactions in the other depart- 
ments—the customs service, the engineers’ 
departments, and the department of parks. 
T have every reason to believe that these de- 
partments have been comducted in a most 
-businessiike and honest manner. If there is 
one department Iam sure of it is the customs 
bureau. You can readily understand that 
men who have been in the habit of swindling 
the government under the Spanish régime 
don't take kindly to the introduétion of the 
business methods inaugurated by the United 
States. I think that on the whole the entire 
public service of Cuba has been improved.” 
How many men have been found ty 
of fraud and either been quietly dropped 
from the service or placed under arrest?“ 

“Only a few, and with one exception all 
were in civil branches of the service. Out 
of 60,000 soldiers sent to the island but one 
man has been. directly charged with embez- 
zlement.

NITRO-GLYCERIN KILLS FOUR. : 


Carelessness in „ Shooting ” Oil Well 
tall Disaster. 


‘Marietta, O., May 81.—The second fatal ex- 


plosion of nitro-glycerin during the week 
this afternoon killed four persons, injured 
four others fatally and three seriously, 

The well is in wild cat territory. Fifty 
quarts of glycerin had been lowered in a 
8T0-foot well. The ‘‘ go-devil”’ was dropped 
as usual, but failed to set the shot off. 

A jack squib” was made with glycerin 
in a tube connected by a fuse. This was 
dropped, and in striking the cans at the 
bottom the main shot exploded and sent 
great quantities of water, ofl, and the un- 
exploded squib into the air. 

The squib fell on the floor unnoticed. As

rush to the derrick by the inquisitive by- 
standers.

Work of the Grand Jury. 

Few witnesses appeared before the grand 
jury to testify conterning the alleged boy- 
cott imposed by dealers in building material 
on contractors employing union labor, and 
the discrimination in the sale of supplies. 
Many witnesses were expected to push the 
— Pah along, and theif failure to ap- 
pear was a bitter disappointment to the 
labor leaders. Even M. V. Gannon, the 
attorney engaged by the Building Trades 
counci] to take charge of the investigation, 
falled to appear. 

John Long, chairman 
Business Agents of the Building Trades 
council, discovered that many of the wit- 
nesses whose names had been submitted to 
State’s Attorney Deneen had not been 
setved with subpcenas, and will undertake 
to have them appear before the jury today. 


The additional witnesses include repre- 


sentatives of four firms identified with the 
Independent Contractors’ association, two 
of which deal in cut stone. These wit- 
nesses are expected to testify to having 
gone to Attorney W. F. Ross, in the Ash- 
land Block, to sign agreements before they 
could obtain building material supplies. 

Up to the present time the evidence pre- 
sented has been weak and inconsequential.

Northwestern Elevated road there arises 
some hope of relief from the congestion in 
the North Side region traversed by this 
line.

Heretofore such a journey was more 
dificult and disagreeable than a trip to 
Racine or Milwaukee. It will make the 
Auditorium as accessible to North-Siders 
as to the rest ot the city.

_A REPLY TO CARDINAL GIBBONS, 

Some ideas adverse to the woman's rights 
movement expressed recently by Cardinal 


Gibbons have bronght out a reply from 


Mrs. May Wright Sewall. In the June 
number of Mind she and Mrs, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton write on the status of wom- 
an. Mrs, Stanton’s brief article is sum- 
ted in one of her sentences: Who- 
ever seeks to degrade the mother of the 
des her self-respect and self- 
ttion, i her opportunities for 
higher education, more liberal. thoughts, 
and 4 broader sphere of action—limits 
man’s development and blocks the wheels 
of progress for the entire human family.“ 
Mrs, Sewall addressed herself more di- 
‘rectly to Cardinal Gibbons and to his 


charge that the Woman's rights advocate 


neglects her home. She says the aim of 
the whole moyement is to make woman 


a power and influence for the best in the 


home sphere, and it is not desired that she 

should become! prominent outside. 
Mrs, Sewall refytes the charge that the 

woman's rights leaders are largely uAmar- 


ried women, and she remarks that she has 


known only three or four women who have 
‘preferred to live a celibate life in order 
to devote themselves to this cause. She 
thinks the Cardinal’s church ls much more 
apen to the charge ot encouraging celibates 
than are any of the societies he has crit- 
ieised on thisscore, The recently published 


statement that BS per cent of the mem- 
bers of the women’s clubs in the United 
States are martiel would appear to sub- 
stantiate Mrs. Hewall's argument. 


To the charge that woman's rights and 


society women chatte under the restraints 
of domestic life-—are never at peace, but 
are in pexpetual thotion,” Mrs. Sewalt-re- 
plies that it is true of society women, but 
not of the club women. She says if the 
Cardinal were Acquainted with the women 
she represents he would never have made 
the assertion that their hearts are “ void 
of affection for their husbands,” or that 
they “ make an empty home.” Only as a 
woman is enlightened and broadened in 
her ideas will she be a better wife and 
mother. Mrs, Sewall is quite as radical 
in her opposition to divorce as the Car- 
dinal himself. ‘She appears to have the

The word “type” is vague and variable 
and it would be difficult to imagine a literary 
ideal that would be acceptable to all.

appear in the complexities of modern life.

In the case of the Subur- 
ban company, however, the President open- 
ly declared himself as not opposed to a 
union among employés, and proposed a plan 
of arbitration acceptable to the men and 
under which, pending a decision, they re- 
sumed their places, The Transit company, 
on the other hand, is admitted to have had 
in mind as its main object the disintegra- 
tion of the union, which was formed last 


winter, following the consolidation under 
| that-company during the previous summer 


of the mileage indicated above. The com- 
pany first insisted that the demands of the 
men for unionizing the business were put in 
such form as to involve a denial of its own 
right to exercise management, and could 


not be submitted to arbitration. The men 


thereupon reduced their demands, but the 
company, though practically acceding to all 
the other terms, refused to discharge the 
newly-employed non-union men, a refusal) 
which practically challenged the survival 
of the union. On the other hand, the union 
itself intensified the hostile attitude of the 
Transit company and sacrificed much public 
support by the extreme terms upon which 
it insisted at the start, and by the method 
which it adopted of peremptory demand 
rather than of patient effort toward negotia- 
tion—an error on the part of organized labor 
which is grievously frequent and grievously 
productive of avoidable passion. In other 
words, both sides have pursued arbitrary 
instead of conciliatory tactics. a 
Without attempting to indicate at this 
distance the precise point where responsi- 
bility rests most heavily ‘for the continu- 
ance of this strike against the Transit com- 
pany, which is now completing its fourth 
week, and the last event in which has been 
the call for the swearing in of 1,000 special 
police—while the werst feature of it all is 
the division of the town morally into two 
hostile camps—it is unavoidable that 
thoughtful. persons here as well as there 
should dwell upon the significant contrast 
between the results of deliberative procedure 
in the case involving one company and mar- 
vial procedure in the case involving the 
other, 
Without saying that there are no indus- 


trial disputes which should not be submit- | 


ted to arbitration, it is true that every suc- 
cessful application to such disputes of the 
deliberative method illustrates not more its. 


reasonableness and practicality than its 


incalculable economic saving, and in that 
respect it.is in close accord with present-day 
industrial tendencies and demands, The

NEW YORK CHARTER REVISION. | 
The . informally proposed by the 
New 


ork City charter revision commis- 

sion for public discyssion are treated seri- 
atim by the current Outlook in a few sue- 
cinet paragraphs which gain special im- 
portance from their definiteness and from 
the widespread interest in charter building. 
The Outlook gives precise counsel as fol- 
lows: 
(1) The Mayor. Being the executive off - 
cer of the people, he should report to them 
at the polls for indorsement at two-year 
perfods instead of at four-year periods, as 
now provided. He should also have the 
power to.remove subordinates at any time 
instead of during the first six months after 
appointment only, as at present. The sub- 
ordinate, however, might be given the right 


to an investigation and, perhaps, to rein 


statement if no proper cause for removal 
were found to exist. 

(2) The Municipal Assembly. This double 
chambered body; elected by districts as if 
it were a legislative body, should, in har- 
mony with its proper character as an ad- 
ministrative body, be replaced by a single 
chamber of a dozen or fifteen members, 
either elected at large or by boroughs, 

(8) Municipal Ownership. “The city 
should own and operate its water works and 
its lighting, and should own and control, if. 
not operate, its system of transportation— 
whether underground, on ground, or over- 
nena.” 

( Education should be administered by 
borough boards, which should be federated 
for certain administrative purposes affect- 
ing the city as a whole. There should be a 
corps of paid inspectors, a pension system, 
an easy method of getting rid of incompetent 
teachers, and “civil service examinations 
should be required as a condition but not 
the only condition of appointment.” The 
problem of preventing school patronage 
should be remitted for special inquiry. 

(5) The borough system in the organizs- 
tion of the city, instead of being abandoned 
because “ it has not worked at al] "—a result 
desired and promoted by Tammany—should 
be retained and developed so as to provide 
a practical channel for local interest in local 
government. 

(6) Taxation. “The honest taxation of 
franchises; and the honest taxation of real 
estate at anything approximating its mar- 


ket yalue, would probably give nearly if | 


not quite money enough for legitimate pub- 
lle expenses.” Investments in remunera- 
tive enterprises should entail no taxation. 
(T) The police should be under a single 
head, and “ be separated from the Bug 
of Elections.” | 
(8) Upon the most important subjects of 
all, however, public improvemeuts, the Out- 
look has no suggestion to offer,“ not even 
being “certain what are the erucial ques- 
tions Involved.” This silence indicates the 
successful policy of secretiveness and con- | 
fusion pursued by the existing New York 


City government in respect to public im- 


provements, the result of which is that eriti- 
ois n knows not where tostrike.

a Ruthven Deane, President of the Audubon 
society, said: ‘‘ The milliners seem to have 
come to terms. The bird saving work has 
been pushed so hard that they have come to 
a realizing sense that the Audubon. societies . 

Ef it be agreed to accept 
their proposition the birds of North America 
are saved. The milliners cannot violate the 
provisions because the fact of a violation,
